We 
begin to ship in December, tho some varie- 
ties are not ready then.

Or a regular cold 
storage would be better.

I herewith present my thirtieth 
annual catalog. In looking over my 
first little four-page circular I find 
we have come quite a long way, not 
only in size and quality of the cat- 
alog but in varieties. Thirty years 
ago W. H. . Phipps, Mrs.” Frank 
Pendleton and America were in their 
heyday; they were good varieties for 
their time but they went the way of 
all glads and have been superseded 
by much superior ones. 

This year we not only have out- 
standing introductions from America 
but some from Australia and Europe 
that are right up in the top bracket. 
I am going to be very particular about varieties I introduce. I want to grow them 
in my own garden before introduction. But if that is impossible I must see them 
growing or at least have them well recommended by competent unbiased growers. 
In this way I will promote only varieties that are tops. I want my customers to have 
the best and no duds, tho some allowance must be made for bulbs not being ac- 
climated or for varieties that do better under certain conditions than others. How- 
ever, a good variety will generally do well most anywhere. 

But there is no accounting for tastes, and if a variety does well but you don’t 
happen to like it, that is nothing against the variety. No variety is so good that 
everyone will like it, and none is so bad but that some will think it good. 

After a lapse of many years I am offering seed again. With the aid of Tom Manley 
we are starting a breeding program, and the seed we offer for sale is the same we 
shall plant ourselves, all hand-pollinated from the finest varieties that we think are 
likely to produce good seedlings. Raising seedlings is the most fascinating phase 
of glad-growing. We hope you get some world beaters from our seed. 

Here’s hoping that in 1953 you will have the best glad season ever. But remember 
not much is gained by luck. You have to work to produce the best.

STAGES of GLADIOLUS INTEREST Some years ago I dreamed up the following and every year 
am asked to repeat it in my catalog. 


“There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then a craze. There are five stages of 
interest in growing ‘glads.’ First you just grow them as an amateur, same as you would any other flower. 
Then as your interest in them increases you become a‘fan,’ then a‘ bug,’ then a ‘nut,’ then finally a‘ fiend’. 
When you reach this final stage you are hopeless. You think of‘ glads’ all day, dream of them at night, spend 
every available minute of your time in the garden, talk of them, visit the shows, read all the catalogs and spend 
all your money on them. You will look lovingly at the last flower in the fall, will handle over your bulbs 
in the winter time and will hardly be able to wait till you can lovingly plant the bulbs in the spring. From 
then till the first bloom appears 1s a period of happy anticipation. When finally the spikes of blooms begin 
to appear you are in heaven.” 

In which class are you? I have been in the last class for years. A number have written me that they are 
tn a still more advanced stage, the ‘‘Damn fool’ stage. That must be about the height of something.

He 
finally decided he wanted to get into 
the commercial game and has joined up 
with Champlain View Gardens. 

Tom has been growing glads since he 
was fifteen years old and is a real “‘dyed 
in the wool” fanatic, in the last stage of glad interest. He lives and breathes glads, 
but also is interested in iris and general horticultural subjects. At Valleevue he devel- 
oped techniques used in judging varieties in the test garden. 

Tom is also a writer, having had articles in ‘‘Flower Grower” and ‘Popular 
Gardening”’ and other publications. At present he is writing a book on glads that will 
be the most up-to-date one on the subject. 

With Tom on our staff, Champlain View Gardens is really going places. We are 
starting a breeding program. Having the finest varieties available to work with, we 
certainly expect to produce some outstanding seedlings. But of course that takes 
time. It usually takes from five to six years or more from the year of pollination to 
the time a variety is ready for introduction. 

We also shall conduct one of the largest test gardens in the country, where seed- 
lings and new varieties will be judged without fear or favor. Every year many people 
want to sell me seedlings I haven’t seen. All breeders think their “babies” are world 
beaters. If anyone wants to sell me a seedling we must grow it in our trial ground 
first to see how it stacks up with the best. 

Tom will be production manager and will see that you get good healthy bulbs. He 
is also an efficiency expert, and will institute many methods for improving the op- 
eration of our organization. 

Tom is one of the best show growers in the country and we expect to go in for 
growing for the shows, not to compete with our customers but just to exhibit and 
promote new varieties. Many good varieties drop by the wayside just because they 
are not given a chance to show what they can do. 

If you have any glad problems don’t hesitate to write us and: either Tom or I will 
help you all we can.

(M), and small (S) bulbs, plus bulblets (B). In most cases the letter has only one price 
after it, meaning that that is the price for one bulb of that size and variety. For in- 
stance, under Ace of Spades appears L 1.00, M .75, S .50, B 10/1.00, 100/8.00. This means 
that one large bulb costs $1.00, a medium bulb 75 cents and a small bulb fifty cents. 
Also that bulblets cost $1.00 for 10 or $8.00 for 100. 

Sometimes the base price is given for two or more bulbs, meaning that not less 
than that number is sold. For instance, Abu Hassan has L 2/.25, M 3/.25, S 5/.25, B 
Pkg.25, meaning that not less than those quantities are sold. 

IMPORTANT: Unless otherwise stated, you may buy 10 bulbs of any size and 
variety for 8 times the single bulb price. For example, in the case of Ace of Spades the 
price of ten bulbs would be L 8.00, M 6.00, S 4.00. If the base price is 2/.25, then 10 cost 
1.00. If the base price is 3/.25, then 10 cost .70. If the base price is 4/.25, then 10 cost .50.

7. Letter after originator's name designates season of bloom, as follows: WE.—very early; E.—

These cuts show the 
Standard sizes of bulbs. 
When No. 1’s run larger 
than the cut they are 
usually called  jumbos. 
Many people think they 
have to have a large bulb to 
produce good bloom but 
this is all wrong. Many 
think that the large over- 
grown bulbs, often sold by 
chain stores, are the best. 
The fact is that often these large bulbs have 
been discarded by growers as being past their 
prime and have been sold out at a low price 
to the chain stores. 

The growers generally consider a bulb 
at its best when not over two years old from 
bulblets, that is when they make their 
greatest increase in bulblets and usually 
give a better spike of bloom. 

In some varieties many times a medium 
size bulb will produce about as good a spike 
of bloom as a large bulb and often better 
if the large bulb is old. In my own fields I 
plant almost entirely small bulbs with some 

MEDIUM No. 4’s. This is so as to have bulbs not over 
two years old to sell to my customers. 
1 ft Bulbs sold at retail are sold as large, medium 
q Vf and small. The large may be either 1’s or 2’s, and 
“19 medium either 3’s or 4’s, and small either 5’s or 6’s. 
The sizes don’t always run just the same as it depends 
upon the variety and the stock available. 

In bulblets we usually give the largest we can. But 
some varieties just naturally produce only small ones 
and in cases of this sort we can’t furnish big ones. 

SMALL One of the most successful commercial growers I 

know, when he buys bulblets by the quart always 

wants the smallest ones he can get so he can get more to the quart and if there is a live kernel in the 
bulblet he will make it grow.

Who should grow glads and why 


Everyone who likes flowers and has room in 
his garden should raise glads, as I know of no 
other flower that will give the allround satis- 
faction that glads will give. The range of color 
and form and size is almost infinite and so 
varieties can be found that will please everyone. 

There is something about gladiolus that ‘‘gets 
under your skin.’’ To go out in the morning 
and see the new ones that have opened during 
the night is a “‘joy supreme.”’ They are easy to 
raise and increase well. Many people tell me 
they get a great kick out of giving away the 
blooms to churches and to “‘shut ins.’’ And the 
cost need not be great. 


Uses of glads 


They are used for every purpose for which 
flowers are employed. I know of no flower use 
for which types of glads cannot be found. 


Types of glads 


Gladiolus range in floret size from the 
miniatures, sometimes only an inch or so in 
diameter, to huge ones that often reach 7-8 
inches across, and in height from 2 ft. or so 
to over 6 ft. Some are plain petalled while 
others have various kinds of ruffling, fluting, 
rolled back petals, needlepoint, etc. In coloring 
there is almost no limit to what can be found 
in glads. 

A new type represented by Fantasy and 
Novelty Queen has spurs on the petals. These 
are very attractive and have sold at a premium 
in flower shops where offered. 


Which varieties for where 


Tho occasionally a variety does not do well 
in a certain locality, I think it is because it has 
not become acclimated or is due to some other 
cause than the variety itself. However varieties 
that have a tendency to have weak stems or a 
natural weakness are not so good in hot climates. 
Also very late varieties are not so good for 
places having a short season unless planted 
early. Don’t give a variety final judgement the 
first season. It may be a knockout the next year. 


Which varieties to grow 


This is something for you to decide. On 
pages 10-11 I give certain characteristics and 
colors of a number of varieties to help you in 
your selection. But I can’t tell definitely what 
you will like. Tastes vary tremendously and 
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there is such an infinite number of types, colors, 
etc., in glads that to say you will like this one 
or that one would be silly. 

I know the great number of varieties that I 
list is sometimes bewildering to beginners. So 
if you have not reached the ‘“‘fan’’ or ‘‘bug”’ 
stage I recommend unlabelled collections to 
enable you to ‘‘get the feel’’ of them before 
venturing into named varieties. But once you 
do get interested you will not be satisfied: with- 
out knowing names. 


The best varieties 


I am often asked to give a list of best vart- 
eties. Best for what purpose? Best for show 
purposes might not be best for commercial cut 
flowers and you might like others better than 
either of the above classes. The best advice I 
know 1s to try them out and see what you like 
best. 


What constitutes a good gladiolus? 


I haven’t space here to go into all the qualifi- 
cations of various show types but will mention 
in general the qualities that a good variety 
should have. It should be healthy and not 
susceptible to various diseases that can attack 
gladiolus. It should have pleasing color, good 
attachment to the stem, regular placement, enuf 
open for the type with several showing color, a 
long head with sufficient total buds for the 
type, and a harmonious balance between length 
of stem, number open and total buds. Also it 
should usually have good texture, tho this is 
debatable. Many think the texture should be 
heavy but I have never found any connection 
between texture and keeping qualities. Very few 
varieties have all the good points, but any one 
variety should have enuf good ones or some 
especially good ones to offset certain other weak 
points. 


What are the requirements for 
growing? 


Glads will give a fair account of themselves 
under rather harsh conditions but they must have 
sun all day (or at least nearly all) and good 
drainage. These they must have. They can get 
along without much fertilizer and without water 
if necessary, but plenty of water with good 
drainage is needed to produce the best bloom. 


Time to plant 


Planting time varies in different parts of 
the country. In Vermont we start planting 3 


or 4 weeks before we may expect the last hard 
frost, which means late April or early May. 
We continue till June 15. Glads need about 3 
months growing season. Sometimes our late 
planted ones don't get to bloom if we have an 
early fall frost. If you plant them over a long 
period you will have blooms so much longer. 
In Florida they plant from early fall till Feb. 
or March. Ask local growers when to plant in 
your locality. 


Where to plant 


The ideal place is in nice mellow soil by them- 
selves or in a vegetable garden. But don’t plant 
near beans as ‘‘bean mosaic”’ a disease that spots 
the blooms and ruins the bulbs or the beans is 
often carried from one to the other by insects. 
Plant in a single row putting the bulbs 3 or 4 
inches apart or in a double staggered row with 
the main row 30 to 36 inches apart or closer if 
necessary. You can plant in a low perennial 
border or among small shrubs but not near 
anything that will shade the plants after they 
get a foot high. 


Fertilizer 


About the first question a beginner asks is 
“what fertilizer to use.’’ Fertilizer is less im- 
portant than plenty of water, tho glads must 
have good drainage. The best way is to get 
your soil built up in previous years. Yet I have 
grown the most wonderful spikes on poor sand 
with very little fertilizer, but plenty of water. 
Some use ground bone or other fertilizer in the 
trench before planting, so deep the bulbs will 
not touch it. Some sidedress during the grow- 
ing season. Go easy with fertilizer, especially 
nitrogen. 


Blooming Dates 


Blooming dates where a definite number of 
days to bloom is given may be very misleading. 
They vary tremendously in different parts of the 
country and with early or late planting and with 
various other conditions. Furthermore many 
varieties will bloom over a period of 3 to 4 weeks 
or more. (The best anyone can do is to tell if a 
variety in general is early, midseason or late, very 
early or late as the catalog does). 


Number of blooms open 


This varies tremendously under different 
weather and climatic conditions. Glads will 
usually open more at a time in cool weather and 
sometimes will vary from year to year. Some- 
times I can get only 5-6 open on a certain 
variety while others have no trouble getting 8 
or more. I think catalog descriptions usually 
give the ultimate number a variety will open, 
but not always. Under good conditions that 
the variety likes, it will no doubt open as many 
as the cataloger says it will or even more.

How to increase stock 


Glads naturally increase by bulblets that 
grow around the bottom of the bulbs. Plant 
these and in 2 years you should have large or 
medium bulbs from them. Old bulbs and 
certain varieties split and so increase in that 
way. But by increasing them from bulblets 
you have young stock coming along. Some- 
times bulblets will bloom the first year but not 
unless they have good growing conditions. 


What is a sport? 


A sport in glads is one that suddenly blooms 
another color, usually a lighter one than the 
original tho sometimes darker. It can sport in 
other characteristics, but usually it is only in 
color or shade. Sometimes these sports revert 
to the original color (especially the white sports 
of Picardy) but when a white Picardy like 
Leading Lady reverts, the revert is a better and 
healthier Picardy. 


Do gladiolus change color? 


Positively NO, except in the very unusual 
case of a sport. No matter what anyone tells 
you they do not change in wholesale quanti- 
ties. What happens is that some varieties are 
strong propagators and others rather weak, so 
the first you know some have passed out and 
you have only the strong ones left. 


Why do glads have crooked stems? 


Usually it is a variety characteristic. Then 
again it may be very hot weather when they 
wilt and may not be able to straighten up again. 
Or it may be too much nitrogenous fertilizer. 
Shallow planting may cause them to crook or 
bend over. Too much rain followed by hot 
weather will often crook them. 


How long is a bulb good for? 


It depends on variety and conditions. Under 
good culture some varieties will be past their 
best when 3 years old from bulblets, while 
others will produce good bloom for several years. 
A bulb 2 years from a bulblet is generally con- 
sidered at its best. 


Identification of blooms 


Every year I receive many blooms for 
identification that are either rotten or dried up. 
Do not send open blooms, as they are nearly 
always rotten and have lost color. If you will 
send a good part of a spike in rather tight bud, 
at will probably reach me in condition so I can 
tell what it is if I know the variety. Do not 
put anything wet around them unless weather 
1s cool. It is not needed at any time. I f you can 
ship by air, so much the better, as mail service 
now 1s often very slow. 

However if you are shipping a long dis- 


tance and want blooms to arrive in as good 
condition as possible a good way 1s to put a 
small rubber balloon of water on the end of 
the stems and fasten it on with rubber bands. 


What is a seedling? 


A seedling is a new variety, usually unnamed 
but not always, that has not yet been introduced 
to the trade. 


Brief list of requirements for 
growing good gladiolus 


No. 1. Have good bulbs. 

No. 2. Disinfect with Lysol, New Improved 
Ceresan or dust with DDT Containing 
Copper or with the Enuf Brand that I 
list on page 57. This latter is both a 
fungicide and insecticide. Spergon is 
also highly recommended. 

. Any kind of soil. If the soil is hard or 
sandy and can’t be watered a 3” mulch 
of sawdust or shavings or buckwheat 
hulls or ground corn cobs or most any- 
thing else will hold the moisture and 
be very beneficial to the glads. 

. Full sunshine all day. 

. Do not plant near trees or strong grow- 
ing plants that rob the soil of moisture 
or food. 

. Good drainage. Glads will not tolerate 
‘“‘wet feet.’’ But if the drainage is good 
they will take a lot of water to ad- 
vantage especially when they come into 
bud and bloom. 

. Go easy on fertilizer. You can put some 
deep in the trench below the bulbs or 
can side dress once or twice during the 
season but don’t over do it. 

. Spray or dust every week or ten days 
with DDT or other insecticide from the 
time they are a few inches tall. If using 
DDT better put in some Black Leaf 40 
or some insecticide that will kill aphis 
or other insects that sometimes carry 
bean mosaic. Enuf Brand is very good, 
contains rotenone that kills most 
insects. 

. When cutting blooms leave at least 4-5 
leaves to nourish the new bulb that is 
forming. 

. Dig a month or so after blooming or 
leave longer if possible and if the plants 
are still green. Plants should be green at 
digging time. 
When digging cut the stem tight to the 
bulb. Dust the bulbs with DDT or Enuf 
or Spergon. 
Dry in a cool airy place for two weeks 
or more and don’t have the bulbs more 
than four inches deep in the tray or box 
you put them in. A warm place is best 
if airy. The moisture must get out of 
the bulbs as soon as possible. Heat, and 
an electric fan does a good job.

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No. 13. When the old bulbs can easily be re- 
moved from the new ones (in 2 or 3 
weeks) take off the old bulbs and save 
the bulblets if you want to grow them 
on. Then let the bulbs dry out more for 
two or three weeks before putting them 
away for the winter. Put on some more 
DDT or Enuf Brand or Spergon at this 
time after cleaning. This is said to help 
keep the bulbs healthy during the 
winter. Keep cool during the winter. 40 
to 50 degrees is OK. A warmer storage 
temperature is now favored over a too 
cool one. Very small lots can be put in 
paper bags. Discard all bulbs showing 
disease. But small scabs that can be 
lifted out with the finger nail don’t do 
any harm. They just don’t look so good. 
But bulbs showing any disease lesions 
that eat into the bulbs should be de- 
stroyed. There is no cure for a diseased 
bulb. 


A 6 page circular of growing instructions giving 
all details for growing them goes with every order. 


Shows 


There is a lot of fun in growing glads for 
the shows and winning prizes. In show grow- 
ing you handle the bulbs about the same as 
growing for pleasure but you have to do things 
a little better than usual. Make 2 or 3 plant- 
ings of the same variety a week or so apart and 
give them good care with some fertilizer and 
lots of water. Give them plenty of room, 6-8 
inches apart. Get them to the shows in good 
condition with as many open as possible and 
no bruising of petals. Remember there are 
different size classifications in all of which 
you may win prizes. 


Spotted blooms 


In a few varieties the color peels out in spots 
under bad weather conditions. This is not usual, 
however. But if your blooms get badly spotted, 
chances are it is ‘‘bean mosaic,’’ a disease car- 
ried by insects other than thrips. Bulbs so 
affected should be destroyed. To avoid this 
condition you should spray or dust with an 
insecticide that will kill aphis and leaf hoppers. 
I suggest Enuf Brand, mentioned on page 57 of 
this catalog. Enuf is both an insecticide and 
fungicide. It contains Rotenone that is death to 
most insects. 


Thrips 


This is an insect and not a disease as some 
people think. It can easily be avoided by dis- 
infecting before planting, spraying or dusting 
with DDT during the growing season, and again 
dusting at digging time and after cleaning. 
Every gardener should have a spray or dust gun 
around and it is very easy to go over the glads. 


Of course if any bulbs are not true to name 
you cannot make claims for that until after 
blooming. If anything goes wrong we always 
try to make a satisfactory settlement with the 
customer. This is the only way that anyone can 
hope to build up a business. 

However, there are the following exceptions 
to my guarantee: 

1. We cannot guarantee in any way the crop 
of bulbs that you will harvest. Growing con- 
ditions are so variable and so much depends 
upon soil and weather and other local conditions 
that we cannot guarantee that you will harvest 
a good crop. It is beyond our control. 

2. We cannot guarantee that bulblets will 
grow. Not all bulblets will grow anyway. 75% 
is considered a good germination. Some kinds 
will germinate nearly 100%, while others will 
not ordinarily germinate more than 25%. Local 
conditions also affect them. If I had choice high 
priced bulblets I would peel them or at least 
take a piece of husk off one side. 

3. We cannot guarantee that all small bulbs 
will grow. I don’t know why they don’t but I 
do know that all of them do not grow. But there 
shouldn’t be a large percentage that fail. 
Skippy (description on page 36) 4. We cannot guarantee that every bulb of a 
variety that is a sport from another variety will 
produce blooms like the sport. Sometimes they 
revert. If you do get any bulbs that have re- 
verted in high priced varieties I will be glad to 
replace them. Sometimes white sports of Picardy 
revert and occasionally some others. 


Most everything nowadays needs spraying or 
dusting. Glads are no exception if you want to 
be sure of clean ones. 


Weeds 


Needless to say there should be no weeds 
among your glads. Mulches will help to keep 
them down. Cultivation should be done early 
so weeds will not get a start. 2 - 4 - D and other 
chemical weed killers may be good if handled 
properly but I don’t want to recommend them. 
Try them on a small scale first. 


Disease 


There are various diseases to which glads are 
subject. But don’t let the articles you see in 
various papers frighten you. If you plant glads 
on fair soil and they don’t get too much water, 
the chances are you will not be troubled with 
disease, tho you may lose an occasional bulb. 


Guarantee 


I guarantee to do my utmost to please my 
customers. We mean to send out only clean 
bulbs, free from disease and insects. Any claims 
or complaints in regard to bulbs should be sent _ . 
soon after receiving the bulbs. Celeste (description on page 21)
